I  herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1946, 
which  has  been  compiled  on  the  lines  laid  down  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health, 

During  the  first  three  quarters  of  the  year  Dr.  P.  P.  Fox 
was  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  I  commenced  duties 
when  he  left  in  October. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  although  there  has 
been  a  small  increase  in  the  numbers  of  inhabitants,  there  was 
n  decrease  in  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified,.  The 
birth  rate  has  increased  and  is  above  the  average  for  England 
and  Wales,  while  the  death  rate,  although  showing  a  slight 
increase,  is  still  below  the  average  for  the  rest  of  the  country. 
Your  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  continued  to  be  well 
attended  throughout  the  year,

the  Committee,  the  officials  and  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
for  their  help  and  co-operation.

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SANITARY  INSPECTOR  S  REPORT. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse 

Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  and  duty  as  your  Sanitary  Inspector, 
to  submit  in  conjunction  with  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  details  of  the  work  carried  out  under  the  several 
Acts,  Orders  and  Byelaws  in  force  in  the  District. 

The  investigation  of  applications  for  Council  Houses  in 
connection  with  the  “Points  Scheme’’  for  the  selection  of 
tenants  has  taken  considerable  time  and  routine  work  has  been 
greatly  restricted. 

Considerable  difficulty  has  again  been  experienced  in  the 
repair  of  houses  and  although  Certificates  of  Essential  Repair 
authorising  the  purchase  of  materials  have  been  issued  promptly, 
there  have  been  long  delays  before  slates,  rainwater  goods  and 
sheet  lead,  all  necessary  to  maintain  properties  in  a  weather¬ 
proof  condition,  have  become  available.  Meanwhile  the  ten¬ 
ants  have  had  to  put  up  with  increasing  discomfort  and  damage, 
and  it  is  disappointing  to  have  to  record  that  so  little  has 
been  achieved  for  the  amount  of  work  done. 

It  is  mv  privilege  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  of 
your  interest  and  support  in  my  work  and  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  Department  Staff  and  Officials  of  the  Council  for 
their  ready  co-operation.

RODENT  CONTROL. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919 
AND  THE  INFESTATION  ORDER,  1943. 

The  number  of  complaints  received  has  again  been  less  than 
in  previous  years;  I  do  not,  however,  regard  this  as  a  true  indi¬ 
cation  of  the  state  of  the  district  so  far  as  infestation  by  rats 
and  mice  is  concerned.  It  is  more  probably  an  indication  that 
the  public  is  not  aware  of  the  service  and  expert  advice  provided 
by  the  Public  Health  Department. 


A  total  of  18  complaints  were  received  and  investigated, 
and  the  premises  infested  were  treated  and  kept  under  obser¬ 
vation  until  a  clearance  was  effected.  The  two  reservoir  infesta¬ 
tions,  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  and  the  Refuse  Tip  have 
been  dealt  with  and  are  under  control. 


From  inspections  made,  theiv*  is  no  indication^  that  the 
Council’s  main  sewers  are  heavily  infested,  but  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  carry  out  “test  baiting.’’  This,  together  with  a, 
general  survey  of  the  district,  is  necessary  if  the  rat  menace  is 
to  be  tackled  as  thoroughly  as  other  Public  Health  problems. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year, 

SHOPS  ACT,  1984. 

During  the  year,  9  inspections  were  made  of  shops  respec¬ 
ting  the  provisions  of  Section  10  of  the  above  Act,/  No  contra¬ 
vention  was  observed,  but  several  changes  of  occupiers  were 
recorded .
